of a f oiaily, or widow, or singlo man or 
woman, over 20 years of ago, being a citizen 
or having filed a declaration of intention to 
become a citizen, can pre-empt WO acres of 
land inside or outside of railroad limits. 
Tlie fira't act necessary is settlement, or tho 
commencement of some work or iinDrove- 
tuent upon tlie land. 
TJpon surveyed" land, 


the pre-empter must, Within three mouths 
of settlement,, go or send to the land office 
in that district, pay $2, make a "filing," 
or written declaration of intention to pre- 
empt, nnd within thirty months from filing, 
the land must be paid for. 
If within ton 


miles of n land grant railroad, the price is 
S'2 TiO per acre, outside of that distance 
SI 25 per acre. No one can pay for land 
under the pre-emption law until the claim- 
ant and family (if he has ono) has actually 
resided upon the land for six months, and ho 
must not be the owner of 320 acres of land 
within the United States (exclusive of the 
pre-emption claim.) No person can make a 
settlement or improvement on hind for an- 
other, which will hold for pre-emption.

one can hire another to live upon the land 
for sis months in such a way as to answer 
the requirements of the law that pre-emptor 
shah" have resided on the tract.

oo ytua in cash. Soldiers have no rights in 
pre-emption beyond any other person. 


Any person qualified as ahovo for pre- 


emption cau acquire by occupation, aud 
the payment of commission fees ($18 to 
§26), 1IJO acres of land at §1 Uj per acre, or 
80 acres of land within ten miles of a rail- 
road, and held at -S3 25 per acre. Erery 
homestead settler, oscept soldiers, must in 
person go to the land office to make the 
filing,H unless ho is actually living on the 
land, and then it is allowable to make the 
filings before the clerk of the county within 
which tho land is Bituated. Tho right of 
land under homestead law dates from filing 
(not from settlement as under pre-emption,) 
and tho claimant is allowed sir mouths, 
within which time he must take possession 
of tho land by occupation and improvement. 
Within seven years thereafter the settler 
must go to the land oflice and prove by two 
witnesses that ho has resided upon and 
cultivated the land for five yeata immediate- 
ly succeeding tho time of filing, and there- 
upon tho settler IB entitled to a patent. Ab- 
sence from a homestead for more than six 
months at any ouo time during the fire 
years works a forfeiture of all right to tho 
land, if proven to the satisfaction of the 
United States register. Homesteads are not 
liable for debts contracted prior to the set- 
tlement. In case of death before tho title is 
perfected, either by pre-emption or home- 
steading, the rights of the deceased de- 
scends to the widow or heirs. 


Homestead settlers may pay for their land 


in cash or warrants nt tho government price, 
$1.25 or ?2.;"0; upon making proof of actual 
residence nnd cultivation for a period of not 
less than six months from the date of entry 
to tho time of payment, but this does not 
interforo with the right to pre-empt- The 
fact that a person haa had the benefit of 
the Homestead act does not prevent him 
from pre-empting, but no one can leave his 
or her laud in the samo state or territory to 
take the benefit of tho pre-emption act. 
Inasmuch as both homestend and pre-emp- 
tion require cciugl resideuce upon the lands 
claimed, no person can hold land under both 
acts nt the samo time. No person can pre- 
empt or homestead more than oiico.

This is as true, and, with 
present machinery, as practicable as that 
vaccination, universally applied, signifies 
the extermination of small-pox. In regard 
to the present water supply, tho maxim 
must be differently stated, -in consequence 
of pust pollutions of soil. Portable water, in 
accordance with tho above axiom, must be 
brought from ft source to which the filth of 
previous ages or of present drainage has no 
access. In one word, filth must be removed;

Rheuma- 
tism, acute pulmonary affections, croup, 
diphtheria, cud many other diseases well 
known to be largely duo to or promoted by 
the sauie cause, may, for our present pur- 
pose, bo left out of the count. Of the 
fi!\5% deaths from consumption, and 34,621 
deaths from ordinary niiasms, three-quarters 
of them, at the least, or more than 75,000 
lives might have been saved by drainage.
